Two men shall be walking together in the fields, and one will 
be taken, the other left. Two women will be going about their household tasks;

So be prepared, for you do not know what day your Lord is coming~~ and 
whether He is coming for you or not! 


1 The Spirit of Revealings 


Chapter One: God Gives Noah a Job to do! 


God looks down upon the earth and He sees a very disturbing sight, and it is 
recounted as follows in the Book of Genesis, chapter six. [The Living Translation] 


Now a population explosion took place upon the earth. It was at this time that 
beings from the evil world (literally “sons of God”, used here as “created 
supernatural beings”, but no longer “godly” in character) looked upon the 
beautiful earthly women and took any they desired, to be their wives. Then 
Jehovah said, “My Spirit must not forever be disgraced by man, wholly evil as he 
is. I will give him 120 years to mend his ways?. 


It is important to understand that God did not limit their lives to 120 years. But 
that it was going to take Noah 120 years to construct the Ark, so that was the 
length of time that the people were being given to decide, if they were going to 
repent of their sins and follow God, hence joining Noah in the Ark, or continue to 
commit evil, and therefore, they died in the flood. 


In those days, and even afterwards, when the evil beings from the spirit world 
were sexually involved with human women, their children became giants, of 
whom so many legends are told. 


When the Lord saw the extent of human wickedness, and that the trend and 
direction of men’s lives were only turned towards evil, he was sorry he had made 
them. It broke his heart! 


And he said, “I will blot out from the face of the earth all mankind that I created. 
Yes, and the animals too, and the reptiles, and the birds. For I am sorry I made 
them. 


But Noah was a pleasure to the Lord. He was the only truly righteous man 
living on the earth at that time. He always tried to conduct his affairs according 
to God's will. And he has three sons ~~ Shem, Ham and Japheth. 


Imagine this; you are minding your own business, witnessing to locals about 
God’s love for all humanity, but also pointing out that God does not like people 
doing certain evil activities, because God calls those activities sin. 


Imagine if you tell the people, that if they continue to do these things after you 
have told them that God does not like them, there will be consequences and 
punishment. What sort of reaction do you think you would get "from the locals”? 


This is the situation that Noah (which means "relief”) was in when God called out 
to him and said; “Noah”, “Yes Lord” replied Noah. “I have a job for you to do, 
which will take up all of your time ~~ for the rest of your life.” 3 


I want you to build a big boat, which we will call an Ark, so that you and your 
families can go into it for your protection. 


Also, I want you to gather a special selection of animals, so you can save them, 
when I kill all of these rebellious people for their sins with a great big flood. 


2 This is the length of time that it will take for Noah to build the Ark before the flood comes and 
destroys those who refuse to repent. God is giving mankind 120 years of mercy, to turn back 
from their wicked ways and to follow Him. 

Has God told you to do something, which seems to be completely illogical? Are you going to do 
it? 
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“What is a flood, Lord? I have never heard you use that term before?” “Oh, yes, 
I forgot. I have not explained it to you yet, have I? It is when there is a lot of 
rain, which comes falling out of heaven onto the earth and covers it all with 
water”. “What is rain Lord? I have never heard you use that word before either”. 


“Oh yes, at the moment you get your water from small springs that wells up water 
from within the earth, but rain is when large amounts of water come down from 
heaven”. 


So, Noah thinks about this, trying to picture rain falling from heaven, because 
it has never rained before. This is all so new to Noah. It is so hard to 
comprehend and understand something that has never happened before. 


“If the whole earth is going to be covered with water, then how are we going to 
be kept alive; my wife and I and my three boys and their wives?” 


“Well, you see Noah, that Ark you are going to build, is like a large stick that 
floats on the spring that is at the back of your house. But the spring that I am 
going to make with this flood, will be so big that you will live in the Ark for a whole 
year, while the water goes down and soaks back into the earth once again. 


This spring will be so large and the water so deep that it will cover the highest 
mountains. Now you will need to get your writing stick and papyrus bark to take 
down these dimensions. This is important, so please pay special attention to the 
measurements that I am going to give you. 


I could send them down to you on Stone Tablets, but I am keeping that miracle 
for Moses, one of your descendants.” 


Details about the Ark 


The actual size of Noah’s Ark can be read beginning in Genesis 6:14. It is believed 
to have been 450 feet long (equal to 135 m or 300 cubits). The Ark was 75 feet 
wide (22.5 m or 50 cubits). The vessel was 45 feet tall. That is the same as 13.5 


meters or 30 cubits. 
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The Ark had three stories. In fact, it would be higher than a three-storey building 
today. The dimensions of its deck were equal to 36 tennis courts. Put it another 
way, the ark deck was equal to twenty basketball courts. 


No other ship surpassed its size until the Etruria was built in 18844. Noah's 
Ark is said to have been rectangular in shape. Given the dimensions in the Bible, 
its length would have been ten times its height and six times the width. This would 
make it very stable in water. It would not have been easy to move the ship. But 
it was not designed to sail; it was built to stay afloat until the waters receded. 
The dimensions given would have kept it stable ~~ even if the waters tossed and 
turned around it. 


Design of the Ark 


According to the Bible, the Ark was built from gopher wood. “Gopher” is a Hebrew 
term. During the early versions of the Bible, the term was used because the 
English equivalent was unknown. 


Today it is usually translated as cypress wood, but this is just a theory. While the 
actual size of Noah’s Ark is given in the Bible, researchers aren’t sure just how he 
built it. 


But in 1993, research by scientists, shows that it is possible to build a ship based 
on the dimensions in the Bible. Researchers also indicate that this vessel would 
be stable in water. The Bible also says the Ark was to be coated with “pitch”. This 
is a Hebrew word with no definitive English translation. It was probably a material 
used to prevent decay or for waterproofing. 


Other Information 


The ship’s internal volume was 1,518,750 cubic feet. This is equal to 570 railroad 
boxcars. If the Ark was rectangular in construction, there would have been a floor 
space of 100,000 square feet. 


Finally, some experts believe the actual size of Noah’s Ark may be much bigger 
than the figures given. This is because there were big cubit sizes available back 
then. If bigger cubits were used, the Ark would have been much larger. The cubit 
measurement often used is the length from a man’s elbow up to their fingertips 
~~ about 18 inches. 


Noah’s task begins 


So, Noah set about building the Ark, getting the various types of wood that God 
had told him to use, and shaping them, whilst he had the women making pitch to 
plug up the holes and make the Ark watertight. 


All the while, “the Locals” were looking on in wonder, as this enormous building 
started to rise up out of the desert. It did not look like any building they had ever 
seen before, and Noah kept telling them that the earth was going to be covered 
with water ~ that was ridiculous! 


4 This boat that Noah was to build would be the biggest ocean-going liner ever built on the earth 
until 1884 ~~ a period of over 5,000 years. See pictures in Appendix 4 of the first liner to be 
larger than the Ark. 


They kept saying to Noah that there were not enough springs out here to even 
provide enough water for the people, let alone cover the valley where they were 
living ~~ but the whole earth ~~ impossible! 


But Noah continued to build and they decided that he must have “got a little too 
much of the sun” because he had been saying these things now for 50 years and 
still there was no water coming to cover their valley, let alone to cover the whole 
earth. Another 70 years goes by and now the Ark is nearing completion and still 
no water! 


By now the locals are openly stating that Noah has “lost it”. For 120 years he has 
been spruiking this “garbage” that the earth is going to be covered with a flood, 
when the heavens open and pours down rain upon us. Noah is now treated as the 
local village idiot, for his crazy statements?. 

Then they notice that Noah and his family are not only gathering plenty of food 
for themselves, but also food that you need to feed lots of animals ~~ it did not 
make any sense! 


Then Noah goes to the door to the Ark and speaks to them, and the animals all 
start to walk into the Ark by themselves, in an orderly fashion, and there is no 
fighting, or attacking amongst the animals. It is as if the animals know that 
something special is about to happen! 


Then all of the different types of reptiles appear and go into the Ark, followed by 
all of the types of birds. This is starting to get very scary! 


Then Noah makes one last salvation message to the people, telling them that the 
time for their salvation is running out; they must turn away from their wickedness 
and turn back to God Almighty, the creator of heaven and the earth. 


But again, they laughed at him, telling him that nothing he has said in the past 
120 years has come true. There is still no rain! There is still no flood! There is still 
no destruction! We are all still here! We are all still alive, and well! 


Noah throws up his hands in despair, and turns around and walks back into the 
Ark, and the mighty big door of the Ark closes ~~ all by itself! 


They did not realise that God Himself has closed the door, so that none of the 
rebellious people may now enter. The time of God’s mercy for the people had 
ceased, and the time of God’s judgement is about to start. 


Then God says to Noah; “get everything stored away, because in 7 days’ time 
your grandfather Methuselah, will die”. (Methuselah ~~ means; when I die the 
rains will come). 

And as recorded in the scriptures, Methuselah lived for 969 years and 
then he died, and the rains came! 

There was thunder and lightning in the heavens and then there appeared large 
springs bursting up out of the earth, and rain started to pour out of the sky. 


> Do you notice even today that people ridicule you when you tell the truth, but they don’t want 
to hear it? 
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This was fascinating for the people, it was wet and you could drink it; but then 
large streams began to cascade down the hills and started to fill their valley, and 
started to sweep everything away that was in its path. It was all happening so 
fast! 


Then it suddenly dawned upon them, that all of the things that Noah had 
been saying, all of this time, were now starting to happen! 


They ran and starting screaming and pounding on the side of the Ark for Noah to 
open the door and let them in ~~ but alas, God had closed the door, for the time 
of forgiveness and mercy was over, and now the time of judgement and 
punishment was to begin! 


Noah, his wife and the rest of the family could hear the screams of the people 
outside of the Ark, but now, they could do nothing to save them. 


It was too late now for the salvation of the world; God’s judgement was now 
taking place, for all of those people who had rebelled against and rejected God's 
message. 


And so it was that all living creatures upon the earth, outside of the Ark (except 
the fish) were all killed, and the fish consumed the flesh off their bodies, leaving 
millions of skeletons. 

And just a God had predicted, it took one year for the water to recede and for 


Noah to be able to release the animals out of the Ark to start living on the earth 
once again. 


God placed a seven-coloured rainbow in the sky, as a sign and a promise that he 
would never again destroy the earth with a flood, and God keeps his promises. 
[Genesis 9:13]

Chapter Two: The Three New Streams 


So, Noah released all of the animals and prepared to start a new life, by planting 
a vineyard. But he later got drunk from the wine and that led to sin in his own 
household. 


His three sons had been with him during the construction of the Ark, and here 
was an opportunity for them to follow in the righteous steps of their father (Noah) 
and to re-start the human race on the right footing with God, by being obedient 
to Him, and following all of his laws and commandments. 


Here was an opportunity for the three brothers to start three new 
streams of righteousness upon the earth, but alas that was not the road they 
chose to follow. 


They did not learn the lessons of the times, even though they had been building 
the Ark with their father for 120 years. They did not learn about righteousness, 
truth and justice, and how to walk closely with God. 

There could have been three righteous tribes, following in the footsteps of their 
righteous father (Noah) but that is not the path they chose to take. 

But despite all of the evil people being killed in the flood, evil was not dead; and 
soon the people of the “new world” would be just as evil as it was before the flood 
destroyed most of humanity. 


The Tower of Babel 


After building the Tower of Babel, God saw that they were no longer righteous. 
They started out building this tower to glorify God, but Satan convinced them to 
build it to glorify man, and his abilities to make large constructions upon the 
earth, just like the creator. 

So God Almighty “confused their language” so that that could not understand 
each other. This caused the three brothers to go in different directions, to re- 
populate the earth. 
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But the evil continued to increase, and God would not allow it to go on like this 
forever, therefore He must put His eternal plan into action. 


Chapter Three: God Gives Abraham a Task! 


The world was evil; all around the nations the people were choosing to follow 
after evil “other gods”, instead of following after God Almighty, because there 
was no one to set the correct, righteous example, and to tell them that what they 
were doing was wrong. The same applies in the world today! 


People are choosing to do evil, to deceive, to rob, to kill, and to destroy; all of the 
attributes of satanic indoctrination, (which is the satanic worldview), to take glory 
away from God and His creation, in whatever ways it is possible. 


God said to Abraham; /eave your family, your country, and everything behind 
you, and follow me, and I will take you to a better land, a place where you will 
have thousands of descendants, in fact you will become “the father of many 
nations”. 


Abraham believed and obeyed God and because of his obedience, it was judged 
for him as righteousness, and God kept his promise to Abraham and he did 
become “the father of many nations”. 


We know from scripture, that God looked down upon the earth once more, and 
saw the evil that humanity was embarked upon. 


God Almighty sent the Angel of the Lord, (Jesus in his spiritual form), with two 
other angels, to meet with Abraham and confide to him that God was going to 
destroy Sodom and Gomorrah, for their lustful sins, but also because they 
refused to look after, and care for the poor, and the hungry, in these two 
cities. 

This should be a clear warning to every mayor, of every city on earth. 
[Look after the poor and needy in your cities! ] 
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Lot had been preaching to them about the righteousness of God, and that they 
needed to change their ways; but they refused to listen, so judgement must come 
upon them, because God is consistent in His word. 


God Almighty says what He means, and He means what He says! 

If we do not learn from our previous mistakes, then we are prone to 
repeat them! 

God Almighty sent hailstones down upon the earth, which once they had landed, 
caught fire and burnt up everything that it came in contact with. 

The damage was so intense that this area is now where the Dead Sea is located, 
some 1100 feet below sea level. 

It says in the Book of Revelation that God will perform this miracle once 
again, but this time the hailstones will each be approximately 120 pounds 
in weight. 


They will be travelling at terminal velocity and will do catastrophic damage when 
they hit the earth, then they will catch fire, and many people (millions) will be 
killed when this next spiritual hailstorm takes place. But now back to the story. 
After Sodom and Gomorrah were both destroyed, one would think that the people 
would have learnt from their mistakes and turned back to God (permanently) but 
alas that was not the case, because our DNA is sinful in nature, and we desire to 
do things, which are evil, even when it is bad for us! 
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So, God sent the Hebrew people (just 75 people) into bondage in Egypt, where 
they waited for 400 years, for God to send someone to deliver them from their 
oppression and bondage. 


The Hebrew people multiplied at an exceeding rate, and these 75 people 
multiplied into somewhere between 1.5 and 2 million people over the 400-year 
period. God was ready to create a new nation ~ The Nation if Israel, but that 
would not happen overnight (at this time). 


For 400 years they had been in slavery, and many of the Hebrews had lost their 
faith in the God of the Hebrews. They knew that Noah had taken 120 years to 
build the Ark, but they had now been crying out to God for 400 years and still 
there was no answer, and the punishment and work tasks were always becoming 
more severe. 


The Pharaoh had even ordered that every Hebrew male child born be put to death, 
to try to stem the increase in their population. When would the trials and 
punishment ever cease? 


So, they started asking the questions; “Why have we been forgotten by The 
Lord”? “Why has God forsaken us”? And God heard their please and cries! And so 
it was that 80 years later, God called Moses to task. 


Chapter Four: God Gives Moses a Task! 


After surviving the crocodiles of the Nile, the corruption of the Pharaoh’s palace, 
and the voluntary exile in the desert for forty years, (because he murdered an 
Egyptian worker), God calls Moses for the task which will dominate him for the 
rest of his life. 


God Almighty gets Moses’ attention by setting a bush alight ~~ but it does not 
burn. Moses draws nearer to investigate, to see this strange thing, which is 
happening in the desert, right before his very eyes. 


So begins a man’s journey back to God, and his deep roots, with the Hebrew 
people. 
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The first thing that “the voice from the bush” said was; “Moses, take off your 
shoes ~ for where you stand is holy ground. I have heard the cries and 
the prayers of my people in Egypt and I want to send you back into Egypt 
to save my people, and bring them out into a land that I promised to their 
forefathers, just as I did to Abraham.” 


But Moses complains that he is poor of speech. In fact, it is assumed that he 
stuttered, so God Almighty offers a solution. I will have your brother (Aaron) as 
your “mouthpiece”. You will speak for me, and Aaron will speak for you to the 
people. 

So, the stage was set. Moses, who had killed a man in Egypt 40 years before, 
now is commanded by God, to go back into Egypt to free the Hebrew people from 
their slavery, at the hands of their Egyptian rulers. 


Many people read this section of scripture about the 10 plagues and think that 
they happened in a couple of weeks or months, but scholars believe it took seven 
years to visit Pharaoh repeatedly, and manifest the 10 miracles. 


Each time a miracle was performed and punishment was poured out upon the 
Egyptian people, the heart of the Pharaoh was hardened, until the last plague 
took the firstborn of all Egyptian families and the firstborn of all of the animals; 
then the Pharaoh ordered them to leave, so that there would be no more 
bloodshed among his people. 


And so we have the next miracle where God Almighty proves He is the protector 
of the Nation of Israel, by opening the “Reed Sea” (Red Sea) and allowing the 
whole nation of 1.5-2 million people to cross over on dry land, from slavery into 
freedom, and then to drown all of the Egyptian soldiers who followed after them. 
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Even if He was not convinced by the 10 miracles in Egypt, these two miracles 
were enough to convince the Pharaoh of Egypt to exclaim: “the God of the 
Hebrews, He is the real God”! 


But we know from scripture that even seeing God Almighty perform ten miracles 
in Egypt, and then open the Red Sea for them to escape the Egyptian Army, and 
then to see the sea come in and swallow up the army, was not enough to keep 
the Hebrew (Israel) nation away from their inherited sinful nature. 


They complained about the food, they rebelled, and they wanted to go back to 
Egypt. That resulted in 3,000 of them losing their lives, as the ground opened up 
and swallowed them up. 


God needed to show Moses that the people were not ready to become a nation 
yet. They needed to learn to govern themselves; they needed a set of laws, upon 
which to follow after God, to become a righteous people, and also to become 
aware of their sinful nature, that they were not perfect and would never be 
without God’s divine help. 


God called Moses up the mountain and He was there in the presence of God for 
40 days and 40 nights, to receive the tablets of the law. (Remember, 40 is a time 
of testing) It rained for 40 days and forty nights, while Noah and his family were 
in the Ark. 


While Moses was in the presence of the Lord, the nation began to rebel, stating 
that Moses was dead, he was not coming back. They convinced Aaron to build a 
golden calf and they worshipped an idol, and committed all forms of fornication 
in the eyes of the Lord, so Moses was sent back down the mountain to sort out 
the mess. 


What he saw convinced him that the nation was not worthy to receive the tablets 
of the law, because if they did, they would all be killed because of their sins, so 
he destroyed the tablets, to preserve the people. 
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God called him up the mountain a second time, and he received the tablets a 
second time, written by the finger of God. This all happened in a few short weeks, 
after leaving Egypt, living out in the desert. 


The punishment for this terrible sin was immediate and irreversible. God told 
Moses that because of the sin of the people, not one of the people who were over 
twenty years old when they left Egypt would enter the Promised Land ~~ Except 
Joshua and Caleb ~~ but the reason for that is another story. 


A whole generation of people, estimated to be approximately 1.5-2 million people, 
would perish in the desert, as they wandered around for the next forty years, 
learning to listen to the voice of God, and to learn how to govern themselves, 
with God Almighty as their king. 


At the death of Moses, God chose Joshua to lead the people into the Promised 
Land, and to establish God’s kingdom on the land promised to their forefather 
Abraham. 

Joshua was obedient (some of the time) and Israel was blessed when he did follow 
God’s instructions exactly, but the nation suffered when he did not. 

This is exactly what happens today as well. When a nation passes laws which 
follow God’s word, and the leaders of that nation are righteous and obedient to 
God’s directions upon their individual lives, and upon the corporate nation as a 
whole, God rains down blessings and peace upon that nation. 

Unfortunately, when those same leaders allow laws to be passed in their 
nations which do not line up with God’s word, and/or they fail to be 
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righteous before God, then God Almighty removes His blessing and 
protection from that nation and bushfires, floods, famine, disease, and 
economic disaster follows. 


Here is Australia we have unfortunately fallen into this trap. We have 
allowed laws to be passed in both the State and Federal Parliaments which are 
contrary to God’s laws, as proclaimed in the Bible, and therefore we have defiled 
our land. (Leviticus chapter 19) 


But some smarties tell us that we don’t live under the Law ~ we live under grace. 
Yes, that is true, but these same laws can be also found in the New Testament, if 
you want to look for them. 


The Book of 1 Corinthians is a good place to start. Chapter 6 outlines several sins 
which defile the nation, so let us look at them. 


Verses 1-4: How is it when you have something against another Christian, you 


“go to law” and ask a heathen court to decide the matter instead of taking it to 
other Christians to decide which of a is ane Don't you know that someday we 
So why can’t you 


decide even these little things among yourselves? Don’t you realise that we 
Christians will judge and reward the very angels in heaven? So, you should be 
able to decide your problems down here on earth easily enough. Why then go 
outside to judges who are not even Christians? Paul makes the first main 
statement. 


In Australia, a country who proclaims to be Christian, a country in which our 
recently elected Prime Minister publicly claims in our Federal Parliament to be 
“the Great Southland of the Holy Spirit”, why would we appoint non-Christian 
judges, who are required to rule on Christian laws, ethics and beliefs? 


Apostle Paul continues in verse 5: I am trying to make you ashamed! Isn't 
there anyone in all of the churches who is wise enough to decide these 
arguments? But instead, one Christian sues another and accuses his Christian 
brother in front of unbelievers (which is NOT a good witness!). To have such 
lawsuits at all is a defeat for you are Christians! [You have allowed Satan to 
deceive you and take glory away from Jesus Christ and His word.] 


Why not just accept mistreatment and leave it at that? It would be far more 
honouring to the Lord to let yourselves be cheated. But, instead, you yourselves, 
are the ones who do wrong, cheating others, even your own brothers. Don’t you 
know that those doing such things have no share in the kingdom of God? 


Don't fool yourselves. Those who live immoral lives, who are idol worshippers, 
adulterers or homosexuals ~~ will have no share in His kingdom. Neither will 
thieves, or greedy people, drunkards, slanderers, or robbers. 


Now recently, a sport’s star here in Australia, was sacked because he actually 
quoted this piece of scripture. This is a piece of information which has been in the 
“public domain” in every library in Australia, for over 200 years. 

And so it is that nowadays, just like “in the days of Noah”, people hate hearing 
the truth of God’s word. They close their ears and their eyes to what is going on 
around them, and continue to live their lives as if everything is fine, but deep 
down in their subconscious they know that it is not! And worst of all, they 
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deliberately persecute those who are bold enough to speak out the truth of God’s 
word. 


It is time for all nations to turn back to God and His righteousness, so that God 
Almighty can continue to bless and protect our nations and this little, insignificant 
planet, that we live upon. 


And so, it was “in the days of Noah”, people were getting married, raising children 
and going to work, being involved in business, and Intercessors and Prophets 
were warning of impending events, which will have a major and/or catastrophic 
impact upon nations and the whole world in general. 


In 1929, there were similar warnings of a global economic collapse®, where money 
would lose its value, and whole countries would go bankrupt, or nearly bankrupt. 


But the world went along blindly, ignoring the warnings, until it was too late. 
When the crash came, overnight whole nations found that their money and their 
credits were no longer of any value. People with savings, were unable to withdraw 
the full amount in their accounts, as the banks took measures to stop a “run on 
the banks” ~~ but alas it was too little too late, and many banks went broke. 


Many businessmen lost everything, including their homes, as they could not meet 
their loan repayments. Other businessmen could not endure the shame and 
jumped to their deaths from multi-storey buildings’, in many cases leaving their 
families destitute. 


It took a long time for the nations to recover and just when everything seemed 
to be going well again, the world was plunged into World War II, with millions 
losing their lives. 


In the first week of July 2019, it has been revealed that the largest German bank 
is in trouble and on the 9*July they announced that they are taking drastic action 
by cutting 18,000 jobs from their bank-staff, worldwide. 


They are the first of the banks to react to this next financial crisis which is 
bearing down upon us. Have governments sounded the alarm? NO! Why not? 
They don’t want people, to rush into their banks, and withdraw all their savings 
from their accounts. That would be an economic disaster, as bank after bank 
would fold, as they became insolvent, unable to pay out the money to each 
account holder. 


As a result, the various governments must step in and cover the debts of the 
banks, leaving these countries vulnerable to financial ruin and/or bankruptcy. 


In the days of Noah, only eight (8) people listened to the voice of God and were 
saved. In the 1929 situation, more listened, but still millions starved, or lost their 
homes, and/or their jobs, and churches become life-support avenues for 
thousands of needy people, with soup kitchens and places to sleep. 


So, the questions that needs to be asked and answered; 

Are the governments around the world listening to the economic forecasters? 
Are they establishing worst case scenario plans for their nations? 

Is the church listening to the prophetic intercessors?

Maybe a re-read of the Book of Daniel, and the Book of Revelation, is a good place 
to refresh our memories. 


Remember: God Almighty never does anything without first revealing His plan to 
the Prophets, to warn the people, to prepare them for what is to come. 


God is consistent in His word; He says what He means ~~ and He means 
what He says! 


Chapter Five: God Gives Elijah a Task! 


What would you do if God told you to go to the leaders of your nation and tell 
them that “because of your sin, because you refused to listen to the words 
of God, and the warnings given by the prophets, there will be no rain 
upon your nation, until the prophet says so”? 


Would you immediately jump up and run to your government capital to deliver 
this message of doom? 


What sort of reception do you think you would receive, when you approached the 
security police at the entrance to your parliament? “Please let me pass, I have a 
special message from God Almighty that I must give to the Prime Minister”. Would 
they let you through, or would they call for the people with “white coats” to take 
you away for a mental assessment? 


It seems so silly, that I don’t think that God Almighty would use this tactic today, 
because just like in the days of Noah, people would refuse to listen because 
today’s society (even within the church) refuses to listen to, or acknowledge that 
prophets are for today. 


So, you can imagine what went through the mind of Elijah when He was given 
this task. The prophet Elijah urged the people of ancient Israel to turn from sin 
and to return to the true God Almighty. His message is just as important for 
us today in every nation, as it was in the time of Elijah. 


God responded to the prayer of Elijah the prophet, after he had repaired the altar 
and set the sacrifice upon it and sent fire from heaven. 


About a hundred years had passed in ancient Israel since the time of King David, 
who had set a high standard of faithfulness and integrity in serving the one true 
God. 


Then a wicked king named Ahab did more to provoke God to anger than all the 
kings of Israel who had come before him (1 Kings 16:33). The date was around 
870 B.C. The apostasy during Ahab’s reign was the result of many years of corrupt 
kings and increasing evil, until wickedness filled the land. 

A majority of the people had yielded to Satan and his demons through their 
worship of the Canaanite gods, Baal and Ashtoreth. Still, God had declared that 
there were 7,000 persons in Israel who had not bent their knees and worshipped 
Baal during that very wicked time (1 Kings 19:18). 
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Earlier, God had sent warnings and waited patiently for His people to separate 
themselves from the pagan influences that surrounded them, and to return to 
true worship (1 Kings 14:6-16). 


Now God was going to bring a severe judgment on the nation to stir them into 
action. God explains, “Surely the Lord GOD does nothing, unless He reveals His 
secret to His servants the prophets” (Amos 3:7). To announce the punishment 
and warn the nation to change its ways, God sent a messenger, that is ~~ Elijah 
the prophet. 


Elijah’s first miracle 


Elijah is first mentioned in Scripture when he declares to King Ahab that a severe 
drought would begin immediately to test Israel and its leadership. “Elijah ... said 
to Ahab, ‘As the LORD God of Israel lives, before whom I stand, there shall not 
be dew, nor rain these years, except at my word’” (1 Kings 17:1). 


Withholding rain for 3/2 years® was the first miracle God did through this prophet. 
This would bring severe famine throughout the kingdom. The purpose of this 
punishment was to bring the nation to repentance of its idolatry. 


Although unpleasant at the time, Elijah likely understood the potentially good 
effects of such punishment, if Israel would repent of its sins. God always 
determines the magnitude and duration of punishment that He brings; and in this 
case, He moved Elijah to pray for an end of the rain and later for it to begin again. 


Elijah the man; 


God appointed this man of the desert regions to go before kings, bringing the 
message of warning and repentance. Elijah the Tishbite, of Gilead, was a human 
being just like any of us ~ a man of similar hopes and dreams, weaknesses and 
shortcomings, but also a man of deep faith in God. 


Elijah was a bold, direct-to-the-point prophet of God. By speaking the prophecies 
of God, he made fierce enemies, but his enemies could not overpower him. 


The apostle James would later speak of Elijah’s faith saying, “Elijah was a man 
with a nature like ours, and he prayed earnestly that it would not rain; and it did 
not rain on the land for three years and six months. And he prayed again, and 
the heaven gave rain, and the earth produced its fruit” (James 5:17-18). 


Elijah chosen by God 


Like many of the prophets, Elijah did not seek to be God’s messenger. Instead, 
God chose him for the job. Once called, Elijah did not hesitate to take on his 
mission, even though it appeared that his life would be threatened by the wicked 
king. Elijah set out at once for the capital city of Samaria to deliver the 
announcement to King Ahab. 


Then God sent Elijah into hiding as the drought dried up the streams and withered 
the crops of the nation (1 Kings 17:7-15; 1 Kings 18:1). 

The prophets of Baal were humiliated when they couldn’t invoke their pagan god 
to end the drought and bring the needed rain upon the land. 


8 This is also a miracle, which is prophesied to occur again, during the Tribulation Period, in the 
End Times.

King Ahab and his officials were furious with Elijah, thinking that he was the cause 
of so much suffering in Israel; and they hunted for Elijah far into foreign lands (1 
Kings 18:10). 

Finally, the prophet was directed by God to appear before King Ahab again. “Then 
it happened, when Ahab saw Elijah that Ahab said to him, ‘Is that you, O troubler 
of Israel?’ And he answered, ‘I have not troubled Israel, but you and your father’s 
house have, in that you have forsaken the commandments of the LORD and have 
followed the Baal’s” (1 Kings 18:17-19). 


Showdown at Mount Carmel 


Elijah’s greatest public miracle involved a contest with the 450 prophets of Baal, 
and the 400 prophets of Asherah on Mount Carmel. Elijah invited these false 
prophets and all of Israel to a demonstration to show that Baal had no power at 
all against the God of Israel. The outcome would demonstrate who served the 
true God (1 Kings 18:19-40). 


To show God’s power, Elijah told the large crowd, “I alone am left as a prophet of 
the LORD; but Baal’s prophets are four hundred and fifty men” (1 Kings 18:22). 


Elijah continued, “How long will you falter between two opinions? If the LORD is 
God, follow Him; but if Baal, follow him” (1 Kings 18:21). God would give 
convincing proof that day that He was Israel’s only true God. 


So, the contest commenced. Throughout the day, the false prophets called on 
their god to send down fire and consume an animal sacrifice—but to no avail. 


Elijah understood that the Nation of Israel was outside of the covenant that God 
made with Moses because of their sins, so he ordered that 12 jugs of water (about 
360 gallons) were to be tipped over the offering and into a large trench which 
was dug around the sacrifice. Elijah understood that God Almighty could not 
accept the sacrifice of the people of Israel, unless they were re-baptized again 
into the Covenant of Promise. 


So, this act was done to prepare the nation, before He prayed to God to accept 
the sacrifice. At the end of the day, Elijah called on Israel’s God to send fire to 
swallow up the sacrifice prepared for Him. God responded to Elijah’s prayer. In 
a moment, thousands witnessed the fire come down from heaven and consume 
the carcass, all the water in the trench, and all the wet wood, burning up even 
the stones! 
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God sends fire down from Heaven to accept the sacrifice. 
Proving, that He is the one and only ~ TRUE GOD. 


Elijah exposed the deception of the false prophets of Baal and at last the hearts 
of the Israelites were convinced that only Israel’s God could do this miracle. 


Elijah then ordered that the false prophets be executed (1 Kings 18:36-40). Then 
God’s Spirit moved Elijah to pray that it would rain; and the rains came, ending 
the terrible drought (1 Kings 18:42-45; James 5:18). 

God’s prophets are hated 


When the false prophets of Baal were dead, Elijah came under a death threat by 
Jezebel, the wicked wife of King Ahab. As Israel’s queen, she brought the worship 
of her god Baal into the nation, influencing King Ahab to worship Baal and set up 
idols in Israel (1 Kings 16:31; 1 Kings 21:25-26). 

God’s prophets who bring messages of warning are often hated and accused of 
actually being the cause of such suffering. Jezebel and the false prophets of Baal 
hated Elijah, and they spared no effort to catch him. 


In a moment of human weakness Elijah was deeply discouraged, but it wasn’t 
long before God reassured Elijah and sent him back again to face King Ahab. 
Elijah was to deliver the message that Ahab and Jezebel would both die a 
humiliating death, because they refused to repent of all their wicked deeds. (1 
Kings 21:20-24). History is being repeated! 

The world of today still has its Ahab’s and Jezebel’s. The present age also has its 
idolatry, though it is more subtle than that of Elijah’s day. 
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The shrines of pagan worship may not be as visible in a basically Christian- 
professing society, and there may be very few carved images that people actuall 


An end-time Elijah 


Sometimes prophecies can have multiple fulfilments. Bible prophecy seems to 
point to another “Elijah-like work” that will arise at the end of this age before the 
coming time of God’s great wrath upon the earth. 


The prophet Malachi declared, “Behold, I will send you Elijah the prophet 
before the coming of the great and dreadful day of the LORD” (Malachi 
4:5-6). 

Similar to the way John the Baptist came "in the spirit and power of Elijah” 
(Luke 1:17), this end-time fulfilment will feature a commission much like the one 
of the first Elijah. Scripture indicates that an Elijah-like message to repent and 
obey God will be preached by the Church of God (Matthew 24:14; 28:19-20). 


What God wants today 


We can learn about the message of the final Elijah by studying the mission of 
John the Baptist. Gabriel brought a message from God that a prophet was coming 
to announce that Jesus was the Christ, the long-awaited Messiah. John the Baptist 
was that prophet, and Jesus declared that John was an Elijah-like figure, in 
addition to one who would come later (Matthew 11:14; Matthew 17:12). 


An angel declared of John’s mission: “And he will turn many of the children 
of Israel to the Lord their God. He will also go before Him [Jesus] in the 
spirit and power of Elijah, ‘to turn the hearts of the fathers to the 
children’ and the disobedient to the wisdom of the just, to make ready a 
people prepared for the Lord” (Luke 1:16-17). 


The messages of Elijah and the other prophets of the Old Testament played an 
important role in the establishment of the New Testament Church. 


Paul told Church members of the first century that they were part of the household 
of God that had “been built on the foundation of the apostles and prophets, Jesus 
Christ Himself being the chief cornerstone” (Ephesians 2:20, emphasis added). 


At the time of the end, just before the great and dreadful day of God’s 
wrath, the world will again be given the same message that was 
preached by Elijah the prophet. 


As noted in Malachi 4:5-6, it seems to indicate that an Elijah-like work will be 
done before Christ’s return. Furthermore, as the world enters this time of 
judgment, two witnesses will be given power “to stop rainfall for 31/2 years— 
this time over all nations of the earth”. 


Christ says, “And I will give power to my two witnesses, and they will prophesy 
one thousand two hundred and sixty days, clothed in sackcloth. ... 


These have power to shut heaven, so that no rain falls in the days of their 
prophecy; and they have power over waters to turn them to blood, and 
to strike the earth with all plagues, as often as they desire” (Revelation 
£123; @). 


W 
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God will take no pleasure in sending these judgments, and disobedient nations 
will need to be reminded of God’s purpose for them: “‘Do I have any pleasure at 
all that the wicked should die?’ says the Lord GOD, ‘and not that he should turn 
from his ways and live?’ (Ezekiel 18:23; see also Ezekiel 33:11). 


The message of the two witnesses will again be like that of Elijah. It will be a 
call to repentance, and of preparing a people for Christ’s second coming! 


Elijah is considered one of the most important prophets of the Old Testament. He 
faithfully carried out God’s mission, in the face of danger and hardship. His was a 
singular voice of “one crying in the wilderness” to rebuke sin in the land, and 
to expose the false prophets and false religions of his day. 


In Elijah’s day a revival of true worship was begun, and then see how God 
continued the course He had for His people through the next prophet sent to 
Israel (Elisha). 


Elijah’s whole life was devoted to the work of restoring true worship in Israel. His 
admonition that God’s people faithfully serve Him with their whole hearts remains 
important for us today. 


Chapter Six: God Gives John the Baptist a Task! 


Angel Gabriel is summoned to appear in the Temple of the Lord in Jerusalem, to 
a priest named Zacharias, who lived in the time of King Herod of Judea. 


Zacharias is on duty in the temple and Angel Gabriel is to tell him that his wife, 
(even though she is barren), is going to bear him a son, and he is to call his son’s 
name ~ “John.” 


This is recounted in detail in Luke 1:11-20 (NLT) Zacharias was on duty in the 
sanctuary when suddenly and angel appeared, standing to the right of the altar 
of incense. Zacharias was startled and terrified. But the angel said, “Don’t be 
afraid, Zacharias! For I have come to tell you that God has heard your prayers, 
and your wife Elizabeth will bear a son! And you are to name him John. You will 
both have great joy and gladness at his birth and many will rejoice with you. For 
he will be one of the Lord’s great men. He must never touch wine nor hard liquor 
~ and he will be filled with the Holy Spirit, even from before his birth! And he will 
persuade many Jews to turn to the Lord his God. 


He will be a man of rugged spirit and power like Elijah, the prophet of old; and he 
will precede the coming of the Messiah, preparing the people for his arrival. He 
will soften adult hearts to become like little children’s, and will change disobedient 
minds to the wisdom of the faith.” 


Zacharias said to the angel, “But this is impossible! I’m an old man now, and my 
wife is also well along in years.” 

Then the angel said, "J am Gabriel! I stand in the very presence of God. It was 
He who sent me to tell you this good news! 

And now, because you haven't believed me, you are to be stricken silent, unable 
to speak a word until the child is born. For my words will certainly come true at 
the proper time”. 
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I want you to consider this incident very carefully, because I am sure that many 
of you reading this section of the book have prayed prayers to God, which may 
have seemed almost impossible for God to perform. 


I remember when I was in the hospital after my accident, laying there paralysed, 
praying for God to heal me; it seemed almost impossible, but Jesus heard my 
prayers and I was healed and walked out of that hospital six weeks later. 


But the prayer that Zacharias prayed for his wife to have a son was so important 
God had to send Angel Gabriel, who actually stands in the presence of God, AND 
IS NOT KILLED, to deliver the message personally to Zacharias. 


Zacharias would know that Angel Gabriel had done this once before, when He was 
sent to deliver a similar message to the wife of Manoah that she (who was also 
barren), was going to give birth to a son. Manoah’s wife was also forbidden to 
drink any wine or hard liquor during her pregnancy. When her son was born, he 
was named Samson. 


In fact, if you study this story about the birth of Samson, you will see that Gabriel 
actually came to visit Manoah’s wife 3 times during her pregnancy. Gabriel really 
racked up some frequent flyer points with the birth of this baby. 


After that visit to Zacharias, six months later, Gabriel made another visit to earth 
to deliver another message to another young girl, whose name was Mary, to tell 
her that she was going to have a child, whose name was to be called Jesus, and 
He would be the Saviour of the world. 


There have been so many stories written about these special events, so it would 
be repetition to repeat them here, but we know that just as Gabriel stated, 
Zacharias was struck dumb until the baby was born and was then allowed to 
speak to confirm the name of their child. “His name shall be John”. 


John grew up full of the Holy Spirit, and with a special desire to turn the heart of 
the Jewish people back to God. He lived a secluded life in the desert, possibly 
attending and living in the Essene community near Wadi Qumran, where nearly 
2,000 years later the “Dead Sea Scrolls” were discovered in 1948, and collected 
in 1952, after that section of the Arab/Israeli war was finished. 


When John the Baptist was thirty years of age, he commenced his ministry, and 
it was different to all of the prophets before him. 


Elijah the Prophet had dug a trench around the sacrifice on the mountain, to re- 
baptise the nation of Israel back under the covenant, because Elijah recognised 
that the king and the nation had sinned and therefore were outside the covenant 
made by God with Abraham and with Moses. 


Because of this fact, Elijah had revelation knowledge that God could not accept 
the sacrifice from a people who were outside of the covenant. 


The revelation that John the Baptist received from the Holy Spirit was that sin 
was not only a “national responsibility”, because God judges the nations every 
forty years, but that each “individual person” was responsible before God for their 
“own individual sins.” This was a significant theological revelation at the time. 


John the Baptist came preaching a message of individual repentance 
before God, and offering “a baptism of repentance” to allow “individuals” 
to be again baptised into the Old Testament Covenant. 
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He was also proclaiming a message to prepare the hearts of the people to expect 
the arrival of the Messiah. “Repent! Get ready, the kingdom of God is at 
hand”. 


Many heard his message, recognised their individual sins, and went through the 
“Baptism of Repentance”. 


Many asked him if he was the Messiah, and John replied that as was prophesied 
He was “one crying in the wilderness, prepare ye the way of the Lord”. He went 
on to say that I baptise you with the water of repentance, but there is one coming 
after me, whose sandals I am not even worthy to touch, and he will baptise you 
with the Holy Spirit and with Fire. 


The stage was now set for the greatest event in history, as the word, became 
flesh, and dwelt amongst us (Jesus Christ) is now ready to commence His 
Ministry. 

While John was baptising the people out in the desert in the Jordan River Jesus 
came walking by. Now Jesus was John’s cousin. John could have jokingly said to 
his cousin, “Hey Jesus, come in for a swim, the water is fine!” 


But instead, under the anointing of the Holy Spirit, which had been with him since 
before his birth, he proclaimed prophetically the now famous words, “Behold, the 
Lamb of God, who takes away the sins of the whole world!” 


When Jesus came nearer and asked to be baptised by John, he was clearly 
confused. He said to Jesus, “You should be baptising me ~ not me baptising you.” 
But Jesus answered and said unto him, “Suffer it to be so now: for thus it becomes 
us to fulfil all righteousness”. [KJV Matt. 3:15] 


Jesus was setting an example. The decision to be baptised and follow Jesus is not 
a ceremony that your parents perform for you when you are eight days old, but 
is a ceremony that each individual person must make when they are old enough 
to understand what this ceremony actually means; the acknowledgement that 
each of us (as individuals) have sinned, and are therefore outside the covenant 
that God Almighty made with Abraham, and confirmed through Moses. 


Therefore, as stated in Acts 2:38, we; 
e Repent of our sins 
e Are baptised, to fulfil all righteousness, and 
e Receive the Holy Spirit 


This “package deal”, brings us into a salvation state through the blood of Jesus 
Christ, who was yet to face the cross, and the promised Holy Spirit is “the seal of 
our Salvation.” 


When you are a prophet and speak God’s truth, you don’t make many friends in 
this world, because many people in this world do not want to hear the truth. Why? 
Because when they do hear it, they have to deal with it in their own lives, and in 
their present circumstances, and for many that is painful. 

Many of the Pharisees and the Sadducees came out into the desert to hear what 
John was teaching, but they refused to be baptised. 

Jesus confirmed this later in Luke chapter 7, verse 27 onwards ~ “And all who 
heard John preach ~ even the most wicked of them ~ agreed that God's 
requirements were right, and they were baptised by him. All, that is, except 
the Pharisees and the teachers of Moses’ law. They rejected God’s plan for 
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them and refused John’s baptism. Being priests, they did not consider that they 
were sinners and therefore did not need to be baptised~ but because of their 
disobedience, they were! 


Just like today ~~ we jump forward in time 2,000 years to 2019, (Hebrew 
calendar 5780) and we see exactly the same picture. 


People with “religious spirits” within the Orthodox Jewry, and also within the Body 
of Christ, refused to listen to the anointed words of the prophets; sent by the 
same God Almighty, speaking with the same Holy Spirit anointing; reminding the 
church to throw off the bonds of “slavery to sin”, and become a "slave to 
righteousness”, through the blood of Jesus Christ. [Romans 6:15-23] 


But they would rather rebel against God’s anointed word, and allow actions within 
the Body of Christ, which God’s word says is an abomination in His sight to take 
place, without even a whimper of dissent. 


The practice of ordaining Gay and Lesbian “priests”, and allowing same sex 
“marriage” ceremonies to take place on sanctified soil, is an abomination in the 
eyes of the Lord; especially when God’s word defines a “marriage” as a holy 
estate “between a man and a woman!” These churches now think that they 
“know better than God!” 


We now have within the Body of Christ, two “types” of churches, those who try 
to follow the word of God, and those, “the apostate ones,” who openly rebel 
against it; “who worship a form of godliness, but who are not Godly!” But, let us 
learn more about these different churches later ~ in a later chapter, and continue 
with this part of the story. 


Like most prophets before and after 
him, “at God’s appointed time,” John 
was beheaded by evil king Herod 
Antipas, because he did not like being 
told by God’s prophet, that he was 
living in sin. 
Herod Antipas married his brother’s 
wife, which was (and still is) a sin. 
NOTE: Herodias's second husband 
was Herod Antipas (born before 20 
BC; died after 39 AD) who was the 
= half-brother of Herod II (her first 
husband). He is best known today for his role in events that 
led to the executions of John the Baptist and Jesus of Nazareth. 


Salome, was the daughter of Herod II and Herodias. According to the New 
Testament, the stepdaughter of Herod Antipas, demanded and received the head 
of John the Baptist, as her birthday present. 


According to Josephus, Salome was first married to her uncle, Philip the Tetrarch, 
who reigned over Ituraea, Trachonitis, and Batanaea. And so, according to the 
words of Jesus Christ, the “greatest of all the prophets” was killed for speaking 
the truth. 


Sadly, the world has not learnt anything in the last 2,000 years. They still don’t 
want to hear the truth, and when they do hear it, they still can’t handle the truth!

Chapter Seven: Jesus is given a task by His Father in Heaven 


There are many scriptures in the Old Testament that says that God will send a 
deliverer of the House of David, to redeem the nation of Israel, and to preach a 
message to the whole world, both to the Jews and to the Gentiles. 


Jesus came, as the Word became flesh to dwell amongst us, as a living example, 
of a sinless life. Jesus came so that through His message, not even one soul would 
be lost. 


All those who heard his message and accepted His sacrifice on the cross would 
become new creations and once again allowed to have fellowship and communion 
with the Father in Heaven. 


But all those who heard the message and rejected Jesus and His message would 
be damned. [Mark 16:16] 


The four Gospels and the Book of Acts recount his life on this earth, including 
many of the mighty miracles He performed, where people who were possessed 
by evil spirits and/or all manner of diseases, were miraculously healed and/or 
restored. 


Come, follow me, and I will make you fishers of men! 


Whenever Jesus encountered sin, He dealt with it there and then - on the spot. 
There is no record of him being unable to defeat the enemy, which is sin in the 
lives of people. 

When he spoke out the truth, it was not always well received and there are several 
accounts in scripture, where the leadership of the Jewish hierarchy, political, 
religious, and business leaders, wanted to get rid of him, because he was affecting 
their power base, or their “questionable” business dealings. 
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In the Book of Daniel God gave a message to the 
nation of Israel that because of their disobedience 
there would be 490 Hebrew Calendar years of trials 
and tribulation brought down upon their nation. 
170,883 days later [490 Hebrew Calendar years], to 
the exact day, Jesus fulfilled the prophecy and rode 
the donkey into Jerusalem. [Zechariah 14:4] 


The nation was crying out for a Saviour, they wanted 
a warrior king, to go to battle and defeat their enemy, 
the Roman Empire. But that was not God’s plan, for 
the salvation of His people. 

Jesus came “the first time,” as a “Servant King,” a 
sacrificial lamb, to be offered “as a once for all eternity 
sacrifice” on the cross, for all of mankind. 


° Mohammad did not offer to do that for his 
people. 

e Confucius did not offer to do that for his 
people. 

e Buddha did not offer to that for his people. 


In no other religion does their god offer to die for their people. 
This is the most important thing to recognise. God so loved the 
world that He sent his only begotten son into the world, so that 
whosoever believes upon Him shall not perish, but have eternal 
life. [John 3:16] 


It was God the Father’s plan all along for Jesus to suffer and go 
~ to the cross, so that our sins would be forgiven and forever 


forgotten. 


Have you accepted that free gift yet? There is still time, before Jesus comes back, 
not this time as a Lamb, but this time as the roaring Lion of the Tribe of Judah; 
to redeem His Church, those redeemed by the blood of the Lamb, whose clothes 
are without blemish. 


Don’t wait a day longer, because you have no guarantee that you will live to see 
tomorrow! 


The Gospels record that Jesus was betrayed for 30 pieces of silver, (the price for 
a slave gored to death by a bull). 


He was wrongly charged and convicted by a “kangaroo court,” and sentenced to 
death by Pontius Pilate, despite warnings by his wife that this man was innocent 
of any crime. 

This is a warning to all leaders today. Don’t let your political fears, or ambitions, 
get in the way of justice. Our God is a God of Righteousness and Justice and His 
ways will always prevail. 

Jesus went to the cross willingly, “to do the will of His Father,” who sent him to 
the earth in the first place. Jesus gave up his life and His spirit and was 
pronounced dead and was buried in an unused tomb. 

Jesus was dead, Satan thought he had won; His old enemy was defeated, so he 
decided to have a victory party with his demon friends in hell, because now he 
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thought he was not only Prince of the Air, but also Prince of the Heavens as well. 
Jesus turned up at the party and quickly burst that bubble! 


Not only did Jesus prove by His appearance that He had power over sin and death, 
but He preached to all the people in hell who had never heard a salvation 
message. This was all of the generations from Adam until that present generation. 


Those who accepted his message of salvation were taken out of hell and taken 
into the bosom of Abraham to await the day when Jesus comes back to earth to 
collect His bride and then to take His bride to the earth to rule and reign for 1,000 
years. 


Those who rejected his message in Hell will remain there until the second death, 
and the White Throne Judgement. 


Not only did Jesus give those people in hell a second chance, but He took the keys 
of sin and death from Satan and returned to the earth, to reveal himself to His 
disciples, and to more than 500 people, while He walked the earth for ten days 
after the cross, before He ascended in the Heaven, where the Father bestowed 
upon Him all authority in Heaven and upon the earth. 


He confirmed this in His last words recorded in Matthew’s Gospel. [Matthew 
28:18-20] says; He told His disciples, "J have been given all authority in heaven 
AND on the EARTH. Therefore, go and make disciples in all the nations, baptizing 
them into the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Spirit, and then 
teach these new disciples all the commands I have given you; and be sure of this 
~~ that Iam with you always, even to the end of the world.” 


Jesus came and did the will of His Father on this earth, and the world was turned 
upside down overnight. Now it was time for the Disciples to fulfil their callings. 


Chapter Eight: The Disciples are Given a Task! 


And so, the promises of many of the Old Testament prophets came to fulfilment, 
as Jesus activated the New Covenant (promised in Jeremiah 31:31) by His 
sacrifice on the cross, and His resurrection to new life, a life in a new body, as 
the first fruits of the resurrection. (The first spiritual fruit of the Harvest, which is 
celebrated at Passover) 


This New Covenant was to be supplied and 
empowered by the Holy Spirit upon the hearts of 
believers, so the Disciples and followers of Jesus 
waited and prayed as instructed for a further 40 
days, until the Feast of Weeks, (Shavuot) which 
Christians call Pentecost. 


We know that 120 people were “in one place”, 
(in the city of Jerusalem) “in one accord”, and “in 
unity of desire and purpose,” waiting for the 
promise from the Father, that Jesus said was to 
come. 


The Book of Acts describes the event and a 
mighty rushing wind was heard, not only by 
those inside the building, but by many outside 
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the building as well, and tongues of fire rested upon the heads of all who were 
inside the building, and they began to speak in tongues and languages they have 
never spoken before. 


A crowd of about 5,000 men came to investigate and were astounded that they 
could hear these uneducated Galileans speaking to them, in their own languages 
~~ 14 different languages are recorded as having been spoken at this time. 


Peter, under the anointing of this Holy Spirit rose up and spoke to the crowd with 
wisdom and authority and explained to them that what was taking place had been 
prophesied by the Prophet Joel, that “in the last days, God Almighty would pour 
out His Holy Spirit on all flesh [Joel 2:28] 


It is reported that 3,000 people make commitments to follow Jesus Christ that 
day and [“Krisajak Pra Yesu Krit”] ~~ The Church that belongs to Jesus Christ 
was born. At that time, these Jewish believers were called “Followers of the Way.” 
The term “Messianic Jews” was not even invented yet. And so, the “Second 
Harvest” began and has continued throughout the ages. 


The word has gone out to the Nations, Tribes, and Tongues, as was instructed. 
Over the last 2,000 years it is estimated that more than 7 billion people have 
made decisions to follow Jesus Christ, but in 2019, with more than 7.69 Billion 
people living on the earth, our jobs is a long way from completion. 


As we look into chapter 2019 of the Book of Acts (of the Apostles) we can still see 
many hurdles to be overcome, as sin and satanic influences make inroads into 
the churches around the world. 


Jesus identified the problems with the 7 church types in the Book of Revelation, 
which existed on the earth some 60 years after his ascension into heaven. At that 
time, only 2 church types were acceptable in their present format without major 
makeovers. (Reference Revelation chapters 2 & 3) 


The two types of the Church of Thyatira and the Church of Laodicea are still in 
existence in the world today. Neither of these church types was acceptable to 
Jesus then, and they still will not be acceptable to Him today, because His 
standards never change. 


Every church must examine itself, and make sure that if Jesus came to visit them 
tomorrow, they would be found acceptable in His sight? (not the sight of the 
pastor, or the community). 


It is Jesus Himself who will judge the quick and the dead. It is He alone who will 
decide if “each individual person”, in each and every church on earth, from the 
Day of Pentecost, until the Day of His Appearing, will be worthy to be included in 
His Church ~ the Bride of Christ. 

Now is the time for action! It is closer than you think! In the days of Noah, God 
closed the doors of the Ark and people outside the Ark continued their daily lives, 
completely unaware of the times, or the seasons. 

We need to be aware to the signs in the heavens, signs on the earth, and signs 
under the earth, otherwise, just like “in the days of Noah” people will be caught 
unawares and destroyed. 


° If Jesus came to your church today, would you invite Him in to preach, or would you send Him 
on his way? 
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We were born for such a time as this; to wake up the nations, and to make them 
aware of their corporate and individual sins. The Church must rise up “in the 
Spirit of Elijah” to warn the nations, to prepare them for their coming King. 


Jesus is coming! Whether we are Ready, or NOT! 


Chapter Nine: The Spiritual Revolution

Revelation 5:5 


In the Old Testament, we see that Satan was limited in what he could do by the 
word of God. 


When God had Board Meetings in Heaven, Satan was summoned there, and God 
said to Satan that he could anything he liked to Job ~~ but he must not kill 
him. 

Satan was bound by the limits of God’s word, just the same as it applies to 
everybody else today. 

In the Old Testament, the Holy Spirit came down “upon a man” (on the outside) 
and He was able to perform miracles (Moses), prophecy (Elijah & Elisha), or do 
great feats of strength (Samson). 

Also, the Holy Spirit gave wisdom to those who needed wisdom to perform their 
duties, like (Joshua, King David, & King Solomon). 

Then at “God's appointed time”, Angel Gabriel brought good news to Zacharias in 
the Temple in Jerusalem that Elizabeth was going to have a son, who was to be 
called John (the Baptist). 
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Six months later Angel Gabriel made another trip from Heaven to announce to 
Mary that she had found favour with God, and that she was to also bear a son 
and His name would be Jesus. 


Both of these cousins grew up and John started his ministry as a “voice crying in 
the wilderness”, to “prepare the Jews for the coming of their Messiah”, which had 
been foretold in many prophecies in times past. 


The people responded to Jesus’s message positively, but Satan was in the melting 
pot, stirring up trouble among the Jewish hierarchy, (The Sanhedrin) and they 
were disturbed that Jesus was making inroads into their influence with the people, 
so something had to be done! 


We know the story; Satan caused Judas Iscariot to betray Jesus for 30 pieces of 
silver, just like was stated in the Bible. 


Question: "What is the significance of thirty pieces of silver?" 


Answer: In Hebrew culture, thirty pieces of silver was not a lot of money. In 
fact, it was the exact price paid to the master of a slave, if and when his slave 
was gored by an ox (Exodus 21:32). 


It is interesting to note that Jesus was “gored” by a spear thrust into His side by 
one of the Roman soldiers, and that when he did this, water and blood run from 
the wound, signifying his death. 


Satan was so excited! For centuries, even before the creation of the world, there 
had been this continual contest between God and Satan and his demonic forces. 


This was especially relevant after he was cast out of heaven onto the earth, where 
he deceived Eve to eat the forbidden fruit, and then got Adam to rebel against 
God, because Adam was told by God Himself not to eat of the fruit of the tree of 
the knowledge of good and evil ~~ but he did! 


As a result of this sin, the power and authority given by God Almighty to Adam 
was handed over to Satan by Adam. He now controlled the earth, as the Prince 
of this world. 


Now that Jesus was dead on the cross and buried in a tomb, it was time for a 
victory celebration with his demons! 


But Jesus came down into hades and interrupted the party! He preached to all 
those who were dead, who had never heard a salvation message, to give them a 
chance to repent, of their sins. Then He took the keys of sin and death from 
Satan, informing Him that He (Jesus) had paid the ransom price for sin and death, 
and that Satan no longer had this power over people, who accepted Jesus Christ 
as their Saviour, because the blood of Christ covered their sin (for eternity) and 
also forgave their sins (again for eternity). 

A spiritual revolution had just taken place, the game had changed, there 
were now new rules in place, and now Satan had to learn what those new rules 
were; the rules in the Old Testament no longer applied! 

Why was that? Because in Jeremiah 31:31 God promised a new covenant, which 
was to be totally different to the Old Covenant that God made with Moses. 
Jeremiah 31:31-34 New Living Translation (NLT) 31 “The day is coming,” says 
the Lord, “when I will make a new covenant with the people of Israel and 
Judah, 32 This covenant will not be like the one I made with their ancestors when 
I took them by the hand and brought them out of the land of Egypt - a contract 
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that they broke, forcing me to reject them, says the Lord. But this is the New 
Contract I will make with them; I will inscribe their laws upon their hearts, so 
that they will want to honour me; then they shall truly be my people and I will be 
their God. At that time, it will no longer be necessary to admonish one another to 
know the Lord. For everyone, both great and small, shall really know me then, 
says the Lord, and I will forgive and forget their sins. 


Jeremiah was looking forward in time to an event yet to take place, but now, on 
the cross, and three days later at the resurrection, it had now been fulfilled. It 
was now a completely new ball game! 


To explain this in more detail; 


In the Garden of Eden before sin came into the world, the Holy Spirit of God 
was in communion with the “Spirit of Man” (his soul), which controlled man’s 
mind, which controlled his body. 


In the Garden of Eden after sin came into the world, the “spirit man” (man’s 
soul) died, so Satan was able to attack the mind directly, because the “Spirit of 
Man” no longer had God’s power in place to fend off his attacks. And so, Satan 
had been able to manipulate people, by placing evil thoughts into their minds. If 
they acknowledged those thoughts and acted upon them, they committed a sin 
before God. We know that “the wages of sin is death”. 


When a person accepts Jesus Christ as their Saviour, the “Spirit Man” gets 
switched on again, we become a “new creation”, and all of our “old things” are 
passed away. This means that we again have the same power and authority that 
the “original Adam” had in the Garden of Eden before He allowed sin to enter his 
mind, and cause him to rebel against God Almighty. This was a completely new 
ball game and Satan had to learn these new rules all over again ~~ but another 
surprise was coming. 


On the cross Jesus had stated “It is finished”! And He meant it! Jesus ascended 
into heaven and took his place of authority beside His Father. “All authority in 
Heaven and earth has now been transferred to Him”. Jesus is now setting in 
motion the next step in this Spiritual Revolution ~~ the release of the Holy Spirit 
upon the earth, which is now to become available to all people who accept “the 
free gift of Salvation”, through the blood sacrifice of Jesus on the cross, and his 
resurrection, as proof of his power over sin and death. 


Fifty days after his death on the cross, and forty days after his ascension into 
heaven, the promised Holy Spirit was released upon the earth at Pentecost in 
Jerusalem, and things upon the earth have never been the same since! 


In the Old Testament, Satan had to deal with maybe one or two people in each 
generation who had the power of the Holy Spirit operating upon their lives, but 
this was now about to take a significant change. 

One hundred and twenty people, (many of them women who ministered to Jesus) 
were in the upper room, praying in unity, as instructed, until they received the 
promise from above ~~ the promised Holy Spirit. 

The Book of Acts clearly recounts this experience in chapters one & two, so it is 
not necessary to rewrite them here. It is enough to say that this was a “spiritual 
game changer”. 
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Satan immediately had 120 people who were immediately changed to be one 
again like the “original Adam”, with a reinvigorated “Spirit man” who was once 
again re-connected back to God. 


Then Peter stood up and gave his famous sermon and immediately 3,000 more 
people accepted the truth that Jesus was the promised Messiah and believe upon 
him and received the Holy Spirit. Now Satan had to battle against 3,120 “new 
Adams”. 


Since that time 2,000 years ago, millions of people have accepted Jesus Christ as 
their Saviour and Lord and received the indwelling power of the Holy Spirit. 


It is estimated that more than 2 billion people are “born-again” believers upon 
the earth right now. It also says that Satan is defeated by the words of our 
testimonies. 


It is about time for this great army to rise up and testify of God’s goodness in 
their lives. Two Billion Testimonies will get God’s attention, but it will also put 
Satan to flight. It is time to get ready for the next spiritual revolution, when the 
Bride of Christ rises up to meet Jesus in the clouds. 


The Spirit of the Lord is rising over 
Australia, as we move into the prophetical 
promise that this is one of the Great 
Southland(s) of the Holy Spirit, and the 
word will go forth from this nation, to every 
nation, tribe, and tongue upon this earth. It 
is prophesied that this will be the last great 
._ revival upon the earth before Christ returns 
~~ in the clouds to collect His bride, a bride 
~ without blemish!

Chapter Ten: The Church is given a Task! 


For nearly 2,000 years the church has been proclaiming the Gospel of the Good 
News of Jesus Christ. 

Some churches have been teaching it better than others, whilst some churches 
have been putting God’s word into practise better than others. They have got the 


revelation which says “be ye doers OF THE WORD, not just speakers and hearers 
only.” 
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Other churches have implemented many “programs” to “help the poor, the needy, 
and the downtrodden”, but have forgotten their first love, which is to make 
“believers” into “disciples.” 


Over the years the church has become fragmented, with more church 
denominations than one can count; and unfortunately, not all of them are 
teaching the whole Bible, or they have added their own books to the Bible. 


As was stated in the Book of Revelation, there will be a “great falling away” as we 
move into the “beginning of the end of the age of the Gentiles.” 


Even today, we have many apostate churches, which worship a “form of 
godliness”, but who are in fact “not godly.” 


Churches which publicly support homosexual lifestyles, 
even “ordaining Gay & Lesbian priests” are grieving 
the Holy Spirit and leading thousands of people away 
from the cross, and onto the highway to hell. 


It is time for the church to rise up in purity, holiness, 
righteousness, and justice. No longer can the church be 
seen as a luxury for people to attend on a Sunday, to 
be seen and photographed for the society pages. 


Our worship must be daily and our lives must become 
a worship lifestyle. We are on this earth to learn how to 
relate to God, to listen to His voice, to obey His voice, 
and then to become one with Him. For those who have 
fallen away, Jesus was very specific. 


Jesus said for the pastor to “leave the 99 sheep (his 
congregation) and go out into the highways and byways and recover the sheep 
that are lost.” 


But alas, very few pastors are being obedient to this commandment of Jesus. It 
is NOT OPTIONAL! It is a direct commandment from Jesus Christ Himself, and any 
pastor who refuses to obey, will be judged accordingly. 


This was not a new revelation which only appears in the New Testament. Jesus 
was in fact reminding the Jews (especially the Jewish Priests and “keepers of the 
Law”) what had already been prophesied by Ezekiel in Ezekiel chapter 34. God 
was going to hold all shepherds accountable for all of the sheep that had been 
given under their care. 


So, the challenge for all PASTORS reading this section; when was the last time 
that you left the 99 sheep in the care of the eldership, and went out looking for 
the “lost sheep?” 


Have you ever done it? If not, do you realise that you are in rebellion against 
God? Like the 10 rebellious tribes of Israel, you have led your congregation away 
from the “true church”, to follow after a “form of godliness, which Jesus states in 
the Book of Revelation is NOT acceptable to Him. 

Do you realise that the blood of those lost sheep will be upon your heads? You 
will be judged for this failure to obey a responsibility of your office, the “office of 
the shepherd”. 

In the writings of the words spoken by Jesus and in the Old Testament, we might 
get a clue. 
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In John chapter 4, Jesus comes to the well and asks the “woman at the well” to 
give Him water. She replies with a question: “How is it that thou, being a Jew, 
ask drink from me, which am a woman of Samaria? For the Jews have no dealings 
with the Samaritans”. 


Other translations say that the Jews hate the Samaritans (and the Samaritans 
hate the Jews), but why is this? We need to go back into history, to fully 
understand why, even today, there is so much hatred between the Jews and the 
Palestinians (the Samaritans). 


In the times of King David and King Solomon, it was a time of peace, and all of 
the 12 tribes of Israel were located in the Promised Land, within the boundaries, 
as defined by God Almighty to Joshua. 


However, King Solomon did evil in the sight of God and God sent a prophet to tell 
Him that because of his evil, the kingdom was going to be torn apart, but because 
of God’s love for Solomon’s father (King David) God said He would separate the 
kingdom after King Solomon’s death. This happened in the reign of King 
Solomon’s son. 


A civil war broke out, and 10 tribes broke away from Israel, because they refused 
to follow the unwise tax decisions of Solomon’s son and set up their capital in 
Samaria. So now we have two parts of Israel; 


eee “rebellious Israel”. 

Further along in time we come to 2 Kings, chapter 15. In the 27" year of the 
reign of Jeroboam, king of “rebellious Israel”, Azariah, the son of Amaziah took 
the throne in Judah, to reign over Jerusalem. He was only 16 years of age and he 
ruled for 52 years. And he did what was right in the eyes of the Lord, EXCEPT he 


did not cut down the high places where people went to worship “other gods’ inside 
Jerusalem. 


Meanwhile in Rebellious Israel (Samaria) they were doing deals with the King of 
Assyria who had invaded their country. They agreed to join forces with the King 
of Assyria and together, go and attack the King of Judah and retake Jerusalem. 
They came and killed the men, took the women prisoners and ripped open all of 
the pregnant women and killed all of the unborn Jewish children. 

“If we don’t learn from history, then history is doomed to repeat itself 
AGAIN!” 

Because of their disobedience, Jerusalem was captured (again) and the Jews were 
taken off to Babylon for 70 years, for punishment for their disobedience, for 
turning away from God Almighty. 

Later, in the time of the Greeks Empire, Jerusalem was overrun and came under 
the rule of Greeks, who were worshipping “other gods”. 
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In the time of the Roman Empire, Jerusalem was again conquered and put under 
the rule of a nation which worshipped “other gods”, but this time the Jews were 
permitted to continue to follow their religion and worship God Almighty. 


In AD 70, the Romans destroyed the Temple in Jerusalem, just as Jesus 
prophesied would happen. 


For several hundred years, (from AD 100 onwards) there was “relative peace” in 
the region, and Israel continued to worship the God of Abraham, Isaac and Jacob, 
and were still waiting for their Messiah to come. 


Then in the 1400’s the Ottoman Empire invaded Jerusalem and once again Israel 
was under the rule of an empire which worshipped “other gods” and built the Al- 
Aksa Mosque and the Dome Mosque on the temple mount, and the hatred 
between these two nations has continued, ever since. 


In 1917, the Australian Light Horse captured Beersheba and this was the major 
battle which allowed the Australians to march into Jerusalem and free it from the 
domination of the Islamic empire. 


As a result, the British government introduced the Balfour Declaration (100 years 
ago), and they declared that a new nation would be established, as part of the 
“spoils of war”. 


The new nation was to be called “Palestine”. This was an unfortunate choice 
of names, and there has been fighting there ever since; between those who claim 
that Palestine also includes Jerusalem, and those who say Jerusalem belongs to 
the Jews, since King David captured Salem (now called Jerusalem), more than 
2500 years ago. 


So, we look to this region today and what do we see? Babylonians (Iraq, Iran and 
Jordan), are still attacking Israel and all those who believe and worship the God 
of Abraham, Isaac and Jacob, both Christians and Jews. 


ISIS is their weapon of choice, and what do we see happening? People 
worshipping “other gods” are killing the followers of God Almighty, beheading the 
men, and ripping open and killing the babies the pregnant women, exactly like 
what took place over 2500 years before. 


“If we don’t learn from history, then history is doomed to repeat itself 
AGAIN!” 


Jesus explained a new revelation of the scriptures in the Beatitudes, when He 
said: “It has been said of old, that you love your neighbour, but hate your 
enemy, but I tell you a “better way”, that you love your enemies also”. 
Jesus “had to go to Samaria” to implement this teaching “by example”, but even 
though the Samaritans accepted Jesus as the Messiah, and many became 
Christians, the hate between the descendants of the 10 rebellious tribes (Israel) 
and the loyal tribe of Judah and the Levites still remains. So what can we learn 
from this? 

No matter where these 10 rebellious travel to in the world, they take their hatred 
with them, and they try to impose their hatred and their religion of hate, upon 
each and every nation they invade. 

Yes, it is an invasion, as Satan uses them to advance his kingdom on earth, and 
to take away from God’s glory, which is peace, because Jesus IS the GOD of 
Peace. 
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That is why there is so much fighting over the “ownership” of Jerusalem, because 
it is by name the city of Peace, as “Salem” means peace. 


The King of Salem, who came out to give a “peace offering” to Abraham, when 
He returned with Lot and the spoils captured in the battle is referred to as the 
King of Peace, but also as the High Priest of the Order of Melchizedek. 


Jesus is also referred to as the “Prince of Peace”, and a High Priest, of the Order 
of Melchizedek. He is the “Prince of Peace” because His Father is the “King of 
Peace”. 


Now, let us look at recent happenings, according to prophetic words of the 
scriptures. 


In 2015, for the first time since AD 70, the Passover was celebrated in Israel, with 
the killing of the sacrificial lambs (outside the city) and the sprinkling of the blood 
on the Temple Mount. 


In 2016, Israel elected its first High Priest, since AD 70, to prepare the way for 
the re-establishment of Temple worship on the Temple Mount. 


In 2016, The High Priest was present when the Passover was celebrated, fulfilling 
the prophecies that these things would come to pass, “in the last days”, before 
the return of Jesus Christ. 


In 2016, the Israeli parliament passed legislation to recognise that “Messianic 
Jews”, (those who recognise that Jesus IS the Messiah), have the same legal 
rights in Israel as Orthodox Jews. 


In 2017, we celebrate two major events which effect this region, AND the rest of 
the world. 


The Balfour declaration was signed 100 years ago, which separated “Palestine” 
from the hands of the Islamic Empire, and the Battle of Beersheba is celebrated 
on 315* October each year, which freed Jerusalem from the influence of the Islamic 
rulers of “Palestine”. 


As Israel moves towards celebrating 5777, the “year of Jubilee” there is another 
move in Israel to take back the Temple Mount, so it can be prepared for the 
rebuilding of the Third Temple, and many Jews from all over the world are pouring 
in donations for its reconstruction. The design for the temple has already been 
completed. 


In 2018, the High Priest, constructed, dedicated, and consecrated the Third 
Temple’s Sacrificial Altar, outside the walls of Jerusalem, so that the Temple 
offerings cans be slaughtered outside the walls of the city, and the blood is 
brought into the city and sprinkled on the Mercy Seat. This is one of the acts 
required to rebuild the Tabernacle of David. 


In 2018, the newly appointed High Priest challenged the President of Iraq to re- 
build the Third Temple, just as his forefathers had done many centuries ago. 

In December 2018, the Pope (representing the Christian Churches) signed a 
COVENANT with the Imam of the Sunni Sect of Islam, so they will no longer fight 
each other. This COVENANT was signed in the presence of more than 700 
religious’ leaders in the U. A. E. This is the first major step towards a “One WORLD 
religion. Are you ready for what is to come next?

In 2019 (5780 in the Hebrew Calendar), it is time to revisit the Book of 
Revelations, (and tick off what has already taken place in the books of Daniel and 
Ezekiel) and get ready for the next steps towards tribulation. 


Jesus is coming back!!! But before He does come back, there will be major 
persecution of all people (both Jew & Gentile) who follow Jesus Christ. 


God promised Abraham’s descendants that they would have a Promised Land, 
and this was confirmed to Moses and to Joshua. The geographical boundaries are 
also defined in scripture. If we overlay those boundaries on the present world 
map today, this is what we have. 
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The Biblical map of Israel covers parts of Lebanon, Syria, Iraq, and Jordan, and 
borders with Egypt. These are the borders that God has promised will be 
recovered. It also explains why there is so much fighting among the local nations, 
because they don’t want to lose the land which they have stolen from Israel. 


In the Book of Ezekiel chapter 35, God Almighty makes it pretty clear that He is 
not too happy with what the people of Edom have been doing to the Nation of 
Israel. 


Again, a message from the Lord, He said: Son of Dust, face toward Mount Seir 
and prophecy against the people saying: “The Lord God says: I am against you 
and I will smash you with my fist and utterly destroy you. Because you hate my 
people Israel, I will demolish your cities and make you desolate, and then you 
shall know that I AM the Lord. You butchered my people when they were helpless, 
when I had punished them for all their sins. As I live, the Lord God says, since 
you enjoy blood so much, I will give you a blood bath ~ your turn has come! I 
will utterly wipe out the people of Mount Seir, killing off those who try to escape 
and all those who return. I will fill your mountains with your dead ~ your hills, 
your valleys, and your rivers will be filled with those that the sword has killed. 
Never again will you revive. You will be abandoned forever; your cities will never 
be rebuilt. Then you will know that I AM the Lord. For you said, ‘Both Israel and 
Judah shall be mine. We will take possession of them. What do we care that 
God is there!” 
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Therefore, as I live, the Lord God says, I will pay back your angry deeds with 
mine ~ I will punish you for all of your acts of envy and of hate. And I will honour 
my name in Israel by what I do to you. And you shall know that I have heard 
each evil word you spoke against the Lord saying, His people are helpless; they 
are food for us to eat; saying that you boasted great words against the Lord. And 
I have heard them all. 


The whole world will rejoice when I make you desolate. You rejoiced at Israel’s 
fearful fate. Now I will rejoice at yours! You will be wiped out, O people of Mount 
Seir and all who live in Edom! And then you will know that I AM the Lord! 


Now if God is prepared to destroy whole nations because of what they did to the 
Nation of Israel, imagine what He will do to pastors who rebel against His direct 
commandments and refuse to SESS aS eS RE ETEESE 


Imagine what He will do to pastors who refuse to teach from the Book of 
Revelation (1:3), so that his congregation can receive a blessing from God 
Almighty, if they hear and are obedient to His words? 


So, in Ezekiel chapter 35, God gave a message of warning to the nations around 
Mount Seir and in the land of Edom. Have they listened to these warnings and 
changed their ways? Sadly NO! 


Because God says what He means, and means what He says, this is an event 
which is still to take place, and with the present world situations existing around 
us at the moment, they indicate that it could happen at any time. 


God gives Ezekiel the Prophet several other revelations to the nation of Israel, 
which are still in the process of being implemented. Let us look closer at chapter 
36. 


Son of Dust, prophecy to Israel’s mountains, tell them: Listen to this message 
from the Lord. "Your enemies have sneered at you and claimed your ancient 
heights as theirs, and destroyed you on every side and sent you away as Slaves 
to many lands. You are mocked and slandered. Therefore, O mountains of Israel, 
hear the word of the Lord He says to the hills and mountains, dales and valleys, 
and to the ruined farms and the long-deserted cities, destroyed and mocked by 
heathen nations all around. My anger is afire against these nations, especially 
Edom, for grabbing my land with relish, in utter contempt for me, to take it for 
themselves. 


[Nations should never ever show contempt for God Almighty, because He 
remembers all things and punishes all sins that nations do, unless they 
repent for these sins ~ as a nation]. 


Therefore, prophecy and say to the hills and the mountains, dales and valleys of 
Israel; The Lord God says: I am full of fury because you suffered shame before 
these surrounding nations. Therefore, I have sworn with hand held high, that 
those nations are going to have their turn being covered with shame, but for 
Israel, good times will return. There will be heavy crops of fruit to prepare form 
my people’s return ~~ and they shall be coming home again. 


[Have you thought why the terrorists are targeting the crops of Israel with 
firebombs? The terrorists have read these scriptures, and they know that God’s 
promises are about to come to pass. God is about to reclaim the borders of Israel 
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and this land and food will be there for all of the Jews who will be returning to 
Israel from all the nations of the earth. ] 


See, Iam for you, and I will come and help you as you prepare the ground and 
sow your crops. I will greatly increase your population throughout all Israel, and 
the ruined cities will be rebuilt and filled with people. Not only the people, but the 
flocks and the herds will also greatly multiply. O mountains of Israel, again you 
will be filled with homes. I will even do more for you than I did before. Then you 
will know that I AM the Lord. My people will walk upon you once again, and you 
will belong to them again; and you will no longer be a place for burning their 
children on idol altars. 


In these two chapters God lays out His future plans for the punishment of Israel 
for their disobedience to His laws, and then the punishment of all of the nations 
who took advantage of Israel in their time of distress. 


“As in the Days of Noah,” the prophet cried out God’s warning to the nations of 
God’s impending judgements; but nobody listened and complete destruction 
came upon the nations and they were all wiped out. 


And so it is that we have been given these warnings, for all of the nations on the 
earth. If we have ridiculed Israel, if we have supported nations who have stolen 
land from the “God-defined borders of the Nation of Israel,” then we will also be 
held accountable before God for this sin, and punishment will come, unless we 
repent, as a nation before God. 


God Almighty gives warnings through the prophets and then His mercy stops and 
judgement starts. 


WW III is about to start, with the destruction of the nations around Israel. The 
wars identified in the Book of Daniel will follow, with literally millions losing their 
lives, and destruction of 1/3 of the world’s forests by fire. The “beginning of the 
end of the age of the Gentiles” is just about to start. 


Chapter Eleven: God has given each of us a Task! 


So, looking at the scriptures and the scenario of situations prophesied around us, 
what should we do? The answer is simple. 


Jesus commanded His disciples to “GO” [action word] and “MAKE” [another 
action word] “Disciples” out of unbelievers. Jesus did not command us to 
make “Believers” out of “Unbelievers,” there is a big difference. 


Disciples are “disciplined ones;” they are people who read, learn, understand and 
then follow and obey God commandments. 


Unfortunately, today, we have whole churches, who are failing to do this. They 
are turning Unbelievers into Believers, but they fail to take these new believers 
to the next level of spiritual maturity, and make them into disciples. Hence, we 
have churches full of Spiritual Baby Christians, who fall over at the first sign of 
spiritual warfare, because they have no Spiritual foundations to trust upon. Let us 
examine this issue a little further. 


Introduction 
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Many of you have heard pastors get up and give sermons telling us that we have 
to be examples of the kingdom, or that we have to go and make “unbelievers” 
into “believers”, by telling them about Jesus Christ. 


Other pastors have told you that you must be witnesses of the Kingdom. But what 
does that mean? If for example you are walking down the road and you see a car 
accident, when the police come and ask you the question: “Did you see what 
happened”? You can reply; “Yes, I was a witness to this accident”. The police will 
take down your name and your statement and may later call you to give evidence 
in court, as a witness. 


Based upon your evidence, and the evidence of others, the jury will decide who 
is at fault and award the necessary punishment, or compensation. 


But when the pastor tells you to be a witness of the Kingdom, what does that 
really mean? 


Were you there when they crucified My Lord? NO! 
What evidence can you give about the kingdom? 
On what authority are you giving this evidence? 
What is your reference? 


Based upon your answers, unbelievers will judge whether what you are saying is 
reasonable, or feasible, and whether they want to change their lifestyle and follow 
Jesus Christ. 


But does that make you a believer? No, not necessarily, because Satan is 
a believer. 


Satan believes that Jesus has risen from the dead. Why do I say this? Because 
Jesus went down into hell, preached to all those who had not heard His message, 
took the keys of death from Satan and made a public example of Him. 


Now let us look at the scriptures and see if we can determine from the scriptures 
what this means to be a “Believer”. 


Mark 16:9-20 


“Now when Jesus was raised early the first day of the week?°, he 
appeared first to Mary Magdalene, out of whom he had cast seven devils. 
And she went and told them that had been with him, as they mourned 
and wept. And they, when they had heard that he was alive, and had been 
seen of her, believed not”. 


Mary Magdalene (as a witness) sees Jesus and believes He is raised from the 
dead, and goes and tells the 11 disciples and the scripture says, “They did not 
believe her.” 

“After that, he appeared in another form unto two of them, as they walked, and 


went into the country”. (Elsewhere in scripture this is recounted as the two men 
walking on the road to Emmaus. ) 


“And they went and told it unto the residue: neither believed they them. Here 


again we have an “eye witness account” of the risen Jesus Christ, but still the 
disciples did not believe them.” 


10 This “first day of the week” refers to the Hebrew Calendar, NOT the Gregorian calendar. 
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“Afterward, he appeared unto the eleven as they sat at meat, and upbraided them 
with their unbelief and hardness of heart, because they believed not them which 
had seen him after he was raised.” 


Now Jesus “meant what He said, and says what He means”. 


It says that scripture is confirmed by the testimony of two or three 
witnesses. It says that Jesus “upbraided them”. In today’s language that means 


that Jesus literally tore verbal strips off them for their unbelief and their hardness 
of heart. 


Jesus said a few very strong words to them about their unbelief, because they 
refused to recognise the truth clearly set out before them - by the testimony of 
three witnesses. 


The scripture tells us that anything is confirmed by 2 or 3 references in scripture. 
So here we have 3 confirmations in scripture that Jesus rose from the dead and 
dwelt amongst the believers for 10 days after His death on the cross. There are 
also references that more than 500 people saw Him walking around Jerusalem in 
the 10 days after His resurrection. 

Did the disciples believe after they saw Him face-to-face? Yes, all of them except 
Thomas, who said he would not believe unless he was able to put his hands into 
the wounds on the hands and feet of Jesus. 

Once Jesus told Thomas to put his hands into the wounds on His hands, Thomas 
proclaimed; “My Lord and My King”. And he said unto them, “Go ye into the entire 
world, and preach the gospel to every creature”. 


Again, I must emphasise: Jesus said what He means and meant what He says.

When was the last time you went preaching to men and women, or animals and 
birds? He that believeth and is baptized shall be saved; but he that believeth 
not shall be damned. 

G4100 nioteUw pisteud pist-yoo'-o From G4102; to have faith (in, upon, or with 
respect to, a person or thing), that is, credit; by implication to entrust (especially 
one’s Spiritual well-being to Christ): believe (-r), commit (to trust), put in trust 
with. 

So those who have faith are those who believe. And those who have faith and 
exercise that faith by being baptised shall be saved. 


An anagram for Faith is: 


F = Forsaking 
A = All 

I = I, (Me) 

T = Trust 

H = Him 


Those who do not have faith shall be damned. 
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Now we get to a very interesting set of scriptures, which should shake most of 
you here today and definitely kill many western theological sacred cows! 


Jesus Himself defines the sign of a believer: that is one who has faith! 
Again, I remind you: Jesus says what He means and means what He says; 


And these signs shall follow them that believe; Jesus says; if you are a 
believer (as God sees you), then these signs shall follow you, to prove that 


you are a believer. 
In my name shall they cast | Jesus says: All believers shall be able to cast out

Now, if you think that you are a believer in Jesus Christ and you have been 
baptised, then you should be able to identify at least one of these attributes and 
say; “I have already done that”. 

If you cannot, then according to Jesus, you only think that you are a believer, but 
in God’s eyes you are not! 

So then after the Lord had spoken unto them, he was received up into heaven, 
and sat on the right hand of God. 

And they went forth, and preached everywhere, the Lord working with them, and 
confirming the word with signs following. Amen. 

So, the disciples heard the commandment from Jesus, they obeyed it, and went 
and did as Jesus said. The scripture says; “the Lord was with them, and confirmed 
the words they spoke with signs and wonders”. 

These eleven disciples, who were chosen personally by Jesus became believers, 
(after seeing Jesus personally), then became disciples (disciplined ones), and 
obeyed His commandment to go and preach to every creature. 

We start out our lives in sin as unbelievers. Then we hear the words about Jesus 
Christ and how He died for our sins and we are then faced with a choice; 

Do we believe and become baptised? 

Or do we refuse to believe, turn away and become damned. 

If we become believers, we have a choice; 

Do we just stay as “believers”, knowing that we have salvation, or do we,

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Become Disciples; people who study the word, meditate upon the word, and then 
put it into practise, in our own personal lives and witness this belief to others? 


So, the challenge today is this: What are you? There are only three choices: 
An “Unbeliever”, who is damned and going to hell, or 


A “Believer” who is saved, but may not get into heaven, because their names 
must remain in the Lamb’s Book of Life, until the day of judgement, if they are to 
receive a room in the Father’s house. (Ref Revelations chapter 3) 


Or a “discipline” a disciplined one. A person who is obedient to God’s word, in all 
aspects of his life, and is a public witness to Christ in all areas. One, who is not 
ashamed of the Gospel of Jesus Christ. 


This may come as a shock to some of you, but “once saved, always saved,” is not 
scriptural. Salvation is a process. You were saved, you are being saved, and you 
shall be saved at the day of judgement. The only sure way to salvation is to 
become a disciple of Jesus Christ. 


A person who has a one-on-one personal relationship with Jesus Christ. That is, 
a person, who allows Jesus to be the Lord and King of his life; and who is ever 
ready to recognise the Lord’s voice, to hear from the Lord, and to do His bidding. 


Chapter Twelve: Warnings are Being Ignored. 


In January 2011, Toowoomba was hit by an inland Tsunami?? after a horrific 
downpour of rain. People just could not imagine what was taking place, as 
stormwater washed cars from the carparks, and off the roads, smashed shop 
windows, washed away complete houses, and many people lost their lives. 


We are given warnings in the scriptures, to be ready for unscheduled events. 
There will be earthquakes, volcanoes, tsunamis, droughts, floods, bushfires, 
diseases, blood moons, and even meteor showers from out of space. 


In a similar event an earthquake off the coast of Japan!? also in 2011, resulted 
in a tsunami tidal wave of between 7 and 15 metres, depending upon the sea 
depths and the coastline. It was estimated that it was travelling of speeds of up 
to 5 miles a second. Many thousands lost their lives in these catastrophic events. 


The word of God gives us warnings, so that we will be ready for such events, but 
these events are only the “beginning” of the “End of the Age of the Gentiles”. 
There is worse to come, which is described in the Book of Daniel, and confirmed 
in the Book of Revelation. 


People on this earth have two choices; they can choose to read, meditate upon, 
and understand, what God is telling us in His holy word, or they can just turn 
their backs, ignore the signs around them, and go on about their daily business, 
as if nothing is wrong in this world. 


So, are these things prophesied actually happening? Let us take a look at the 
records for the last 50 or 100 years. The full details are shown in the following 
Appendices. A summary of these events is on the next page.

The November 5, 1952 tsunami, triggered 
by a magnitude 9.0 earthquake, killed 2,336 
on the Kuril Islands, USSR.

down Lituya Bay, over La Chaussee Spit and 
into the Gulf of Alaska.

This is the highest wave ever 
recorded. The scale of this wave was so 
much greater than ordinary tsunamis, it 
eventually led to the new category of mega- 
tsunamis. 


The magnitude-9.5 earthquake of 22 May 
1960, the largest earthquake ever recorded, 
generated one of the most destructive 
tsunamis of the 20th century. The tsunami 
spread across the Pacific Ocean, with waves 
measuring up to 25 meters (82 feet) high in 
places. The first tsunami wave struck 
at Hilo, Hawaii approximately 14.8 hrs after 
it originated. The highest wave at Hilo Bay 
was measured at ~10.7 m (35 ft). 61 lives 
were lost, allegedly due to people's failure to 
heed warning sirens. 


Almost 22 hours after the quake, waves up 
to 3 m above high tide hit the Sanriku coast 
of Japan, killing 142 people. Up to 6,000 
people died in total worldwide due to the 
earthquake and tsunami.221

The Vajont Dam was completed in 1961 
under Monte Toc, 100 km north of Venice, 
Italy. At 262 metres (860 feet), it was one 
of the highest dams in the world. On October 
9, 1963 a landslide of about 260 million 
cubic meters of forest, earth, and rock, fell 
into the reservoir at up to 110 km per hour 
(68 mph). The resulting displacement of 
water caused 50 million cubic metres of 
water to overtop the dam in a 250-metre 
(820-foot) high megatsunami wave. 


The flooding destroyed the _ villages 
of Longarone, Pirago, Rivalta, Villanova 
and Fae, killing 1,450 people. Nearly 2,000 
people perished in total. 


28 people died, and entire apartment 
buildings were destroyed by liquefaction of 
the ground. The subsequent tsunami 
destroyed the port of Niigata. 


After the magnitude 9.2 Good Friday 
earthquake of March 27, 1964, tsunamis 
struck Alaska, British Columbia, California, 
and coastal Pacific Northwest towns, killing 
121 people. The waves were up to 100 feet 
(30 m) tall, and killed 11 people as far away 
as Crescent City, California.

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APPENDIX 4: The Etruria Constructed in 1884 


RMS Etruria was a transatlantic ocean liner built by John Elder & Co. of Glasgow, Scotland 
in 1884 for the Cunard Line. Etruria and her sister ship Umbria were the last two Cunarders 
that were fitted with auxiliary sails.“1 Both ships were among the fastest and largest liners 
then in service. Etruria was completed and launched in March 1885, twelve weeks later 
than Umbria and quickly entered service on the Liverpool to New York route. 


Etruria had many distinguishing features that included two enormous funnels that gave an 
impression of huge power. She also had three large steel masts which when fully rigged had 
an extensive spread of canvas. Another innovation on Etruria was that she was equipped 
with refrigeration machinery, but it was the single screw propulsion that would bring the 
most publicity later in her career. 


The ship epitomized the luxuries of Victorian style. The public rooms in First Class were full 
of ornately carved furniture and heavy velvet curtains hung in all the rooms, and they were 
cluttered with bric-a-brac that period fashion dictated. These rooms, and the First Class 
cabins, were situated on the Promenade, Upper, Saloon and Main Decks. There was also a 
Music Room, Smoke Room for gentlemen, and separate dining rooms for First and Second 
Class passengers. 


By the standard of the day, Second Class accommodation was moderate, but spacious and 
comfortable. RMS Etruria's accommodation consisted of 550 First Class, and 800 Second 
Class passengers. However late in 1892 this changed to 500 First Class, 160 Second Class, 
and 800 Third Class (Steerage) passengers.
